APFROIRIATIONS  FOR  UNICEF  AND  TECHNICAL  ASSISTANCE  SOON  TO  BE  CONSIDERED 

If  the  United  Nations  International  Childrens  Emergency  Fund  is  to  continue  its  vital  inter¬ 
national  work  against  some  of  the  major  plagues  that  cripple  children  -  tuberculosis,  yaws 
and  malaria  -  Congress  should  act  now.  We  understand  that  the  Administration  will  ask 
Congress  in  a  forthcoming  supplemental  appropriation  bill  to  vote  the  $9> 811^,000  already 
authorized  but  not  appropriated  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  will  soon  submit  its  request 
for  the  195U  fiscal  year. 

Our  information  is  that  President  Eisenhower  will  also  request  a  supplemental  appropriation 
for  the  United  Nations  Technical  Assistance  program  of  about  four  million  dollars  for  the 
current  year.  The  proposal  for  next  year*s  appropriation  is  due  in  a  few  days.  We  hope  the 
requests  for  the  Childrens  Fund  and  the  technical  assistance  program  will  be  generous.  Your 
vigorous  support  for  both  is  needed  in  a  Congress  inclined  to  cut  drastically  such 
humanitarian  work,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  not  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my 
brethren,  ye  have  not  done  it  unto  Me," 

FRESIDEaJT  EISENHOVIER  CALLS  FOR  CONTINUED  EFFORTS  ON  DISARMiiMENT 

President  Eisenhower,  in  his  address  to  the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors  on  April 
16  said  "a  nation's  hope  of  lasting  peace  cannot  be  fimly  based  upon  any  race  in  armaments, 
but  rather  upcxi  just  relations  and  honest  understanding  with  all  nations."  On  the  part  of 
the  United  States,  he  offered  to  make  firm  commitments,  if  other  nations  were  also  willing, 
on  limitation  of  armed  forces  and  strategic  materials  used  for  military  purposes,  for 
banning  atcmic  weapons  and  allowing  the  use  of  atomic  energy  for  peaceful  purposes  only, 
the  limitation  or  prohibition  of  weapons  of  mass  destruction,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
practical  system  of  inspection  under  the  United  Nations, 

It  is  hoped  that  in  a  short  time  a  resolution  may  be  offered  in  both  Houses  of  Congress, 
with  bi-partisan  support,  calling  for  far-sighted  and  continuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
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United  States  goverrment  to  develop  and  push  a  comprehensive  plan  for  complete  world 
disarmament,  and  for  a  coordinated  attack  by  various  govemnental  agencies,  on  the  problems 
of  conversion  to  a  peace  time  econcmy*  The  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation  is 
one  of  several  organizations  itforking  for  the  introduction  of  this  resolution* 


ANDERSON  BILL  AND  "OIL  FOR  EDUCATION"  AMENDMENT  DEFEATED  IN  SENATE 


On  April  27,  the  proponents  of  the  Anderson  Bill  (S.  10?)  and  the  Hill  "Oil  for  Education" 
Amendment  suffered  a  severe  defeat.  The  Anderson  Bill,  confirming  the  title  of  the  federal 
government  to  the  submerged  lands,  would  divide  the  royalties  from  submerged  oil  resources 
between  the  states  and  the  federal  government;  37*5^  of  royalties  from  within  the  3 -mile 
limit  for  the  states  and  62. for  the  federal  government.  All  royalties  from  beyond  the 
3 -mile  limit  would  go  to  the  federal  government.  The  Hill  Amendment  would  devote  the  federa 
share  of  these  royalties  to  education,  after  the  present  emergency  period  is  over.  Debate 
on  the  submerged  lands  issue  has  been  going  on  since  April  1.  Senator  Taft^s  motion  to 
table  the  Anderson  Bill  with  the  Hill  Amendment  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  56-33«  This  vote 
means  that  no  further  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  Bill  and  Amendment. 

The  Senators  iriio  voted  against  the  motion  to  table  the  Anderson  Bill,  and  thus  in  general 
were  for  retaining  federal  title  and  using  the  royalties  throughout  the  United  States  were:

In  addition.  Senators  Chavez,  Green,  Malone  and  Wiley  were  absent,  but  announced  that  they 
were  against  the  motion  to  table  the  bill. 


Then  Senator  Paul  Douglas,  who  had  opened  the  debate  in  opposition  to  S.J.Res.  13,  irtiich 
would  give  title  to  the  submerged  lands  to  the  States,  offered  an  amendment  to  that  bill. 
This  second  amendment  would  assert  federal  ownership  to  all  lands  beyond  the  3“<Aile  limit, 
and  devote  the  royalties  from  this  area  to  education.  Senator  Hubert  Humphrey  and  others 
spoke  in  favor  of  this  amendment,  but  it  was  defeated  on  April  28,  by  a  vote  of 


After  Senate  Majority  Leader  Taft  announced  that  around-the-clock  sessions  would  be  held  on 
S.J.Res.  13  until  the  bill  was  brought  to  a  vote,  opponents  of  the  bill  agreed  on  a  vote 
not  later  than  Tuesday,  May  5* 


Senator  Douglas,  in  his  April  10  address,  said: 


"If  the  people  of  the  country  knew  what  they  were  losing,  the  Holland  bill  could  never 
have  passed.  The  backers  of  the  bill  must  depend  upon  the  lack  of  knowledge  and  the 
indifference  of  the  public  to  allow  the  bill  to  go  through  by  default. 


It  is,  of  course,  hard  for  people  to  become  concerned  about  losing  irtiat  they  never 
knew  they  had.  This  is  the  real  tragedy  in  this  case." 


Senator  DougJ.as  went  on  to  give  figures  showing  how  much  each  State's  share  in  the  resources 
would  have  been,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Hill  Amendment.  The  share  of  each  state  is 


allocated  according  to  each  state's  percentage  of  enrolled  school  children  ages  5-17.  in 
line  with  the  Hill  Amendment  to  use  these  resources  for  education.  The  estimate  of  950 
Billion  resources  is  based  on  a  United  States  Geological  Survey,  and  the  royalty  figures  show| 
minimum  (12^  per  cent)  and  maximum  (20  per  cent)  estimates.  Royalty  figures  do  not  include 
37i%  of  royalties  from  reserves  out  to  the  3-miie  limit,  which  would  have  gone  to  adjacent 
states  under  the  Anderson  Bill^  S.  107.  Other  estimates  have  been  made  ranging  between 
$125  and  $200  Billion,  as  the  value  of  these  resources.

FCNL  TO  TESTIFY  ON  EXTENSION  OF  RECIPROCAL  TRADE  AGREmENTS 

Hearings  before  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  the  extension  of  the  Reciprocal  Trade 
Act  of  19^1  begaVi  on  April  27.  The  1951  Act,  -which  iiill  expire  this  June,  gives  -the  Presi¬ 
dent  the  authority  to  enter  into  agreements  with  other  coun-tries  for  the  mutual  reduction  of 
trade  barriers  such  as  tariffs  and  import  quotas.  The  present  law  contains  -the  “Peril  Point 
Amendment",  -irtiich  pro-vides  that  the  Tariff  Commission  shall  investigate  industries  which  may 
be  seriously  injured  by  imports  of  foreign  goods,  and  may  recommend  higher  barriers  if 
complaints  to  this  effect  seem  to  be  justified. 

The  President,  in  his  message  to  Congress  on  April  13,  has  asked  for  the  extension  of  the 
present  act.  He  said,  in  this  message: 

"Our  trade  policy  is  only  one  part,  although  a  vital  part,  of  a  larger  problem.  This 
problem  embraces  the  need  to  develop,  through  cooperative  action  among  the  free  nations, 
a  strong  and  self-supporting  economic  system  capable  of  pro-viding  both  the  military 
strength  to  deter  aggression  and  the  rising  productivity  that  can  improve  li-ving  standard 

No  feature  of  Amorican  policy  is  more  important  in  -this  respect  than  the  course  which  we 
set  in  our  economic  relations  wi-bh  o-ther  nations.  The  long-term  economic  stability  of 
the  whole  free  world  and  the  overriding  question  of  world  peace  will  be  heavily  influence 
by  the  wisdom  of  our  decisions. 

In  working  toward  these  goals,  our  own  trade  policy  as  well  as  -that  of  other  countries 
should  contribute  to  -the  highest  possible  level  of  trade  on  a  basis  that  is  profitable 
and  equi-bable  for  all.  The  world  must  achieve  an  expanding  trade  balance  at  high  levels, 
which  would  permit  each  nation  to  make  its  full  contribution  to  the  progress  of  the  free 
world's  economy,  and  to  share  fully  -the  benefits  of  this  progress." 

The  present  hearings  are  on  H.R.  U29U,  a  bill  introduced  by  Representative  Simpson  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  Simpson  Bill  extends  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Act  until  June  1951i.  However, 
the  bill  contains  a  groat  many  restrictive  amendments  to  the  present  act,  which  could 
seriously  hamper  any  further  reduction  of  trade  barriers,  and  might  well  mean  -that  the  Unite 
States  would  have  to  raise  seme  which  have  already  been  lowered.  Inclusion  of  these  amend¬ 
ments  in  -the  final  act  would  be  extremely  unfortunate  -  and  in  -the  long  run  would  harm  the 
United  States  econemy  itself,  since  this  country's  wealth  is  not  only  based  cm  -tangible  good 
but  also  on  our  ability  to  trade  -with  others. 

Dr,  Peter  Franck,  Professor  in  the  Social  and  Technical  Assis-tance  Program  at  Haverfcjrd 
College,  and  Professor  of  International  Trade  at  American  University,  Washington,  D,C.,  will 
testify  before  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  on  behalf  of  the  FCNL,  on  May  18,  He  will 
speak  in  favor  of  permanent  extension  of  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Act,  without  the  restrictive 
amendments  under  contemplation, 

HOUSE  HEARINGS  HELD  ON  DRAFT  EXTENSION  FOR  DOCTORS 

On  Saturday,  April  25,  Dr,  Joseph  Stokes,  Jr,,  Physician-in-Chief  of  Children's  Hospital  in 
Philadelphia,  and  Professor  of  Pediatrics  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Hospi-tal, 
testified  before  the  House  Aimed  Services  Committee  on  H.R,  Ul:95.  He  appeared  on  behalf  of 
the  Friends  Cennmittee  on  National  Legislation  and  the  Friends  Medical  Society,  to  present  aj 
s-tatement  on  the  proposed  bill  to  extend  for  two  years  the  special  draft  for  doctors,  dentis 
and  other  medical  personnel.  Dr,  Armstrong,  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army,  Major  General  Lewi 
B.  Hershey,  Director  of  Selective  Service,  and  representatives  of  the  American  Medical  Assoc 
ation,  American  Dental  Association,  Reserve  Officers  Association,  and  the  Mennonite  Cen-tal 
Cemmittee  were  among  those  -who  testified  earlier  in  the  week. 

In  his  testimony.  Dr,  Stokes  said:  "Since  the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation  anc 
the  Friends  Medical  Society  adhere  to  -the  traditional  Quaker  peace  testimony,  both  of  these 
organizations  are  opposed  to  conscription  for  military  ser-vice  and  therefore  would  not  be  ii 
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favor  of  extending  Public  Lav/  779  (special  draft  for  doctors).”  He  pointed  out  that  recent 
statements  favoring  the  continuation  of  the  regular  draft,  as  well  as  the  extension  of  this 
special  draft,  •^nd  to  weaken  the  effect  of  President  Eisenhower's  proposals  on  April  l6th 
for  reconciling  international  tensions  and  moving  toward  universal  disarmament. 


However,  Quakers  realize.  Dr.  Stokes  continued,  that  the  majority  of  the  American  people  do 
not  share  their  views  about  conscription,  and  therefore  recognize  that  the  passage  of  this 
legislation  to  continue  the  conscription  of  medical  personnel  is  virtually  certain.  For 
that  reason.  Dr.  Stokes  told  the  Comnittee  that  he  wished  to  express  for  the  organizations  he 
represented  support  of  the  provision  of  this  bill  to  recognize  service  by  Conscientious 
Objectors  in  Civilian  Public  Service  during  World  War  II  on  the  same  basis  as  service  in  the 
armed  forces,  and  to  consider  such  service  in  determining  liability  to  the  draft.  The 
present  legislation  does  not  provide  for  such  recognition  of  CPS  work,  and  Dr.  Stokes  gave 
examples  of  cases  where  Conscientious  Objectors  idio  had  been  in  CPS  for  as  Ibng  a  time  as  33 
aonths  are  being  re-drafted.  He  attached  to  this  statement,  for  the  information  of  the 
Aimed  Services  Ccmmittee  members,  a  detailed  description  of  the  projects  performed  by  CO's 
during  World  War  II,  with  special  emphasis  on  their  role  in  medical  experiments  with  such 
diseases  as  typhus,  malaria,  pneumonia,  and  jaundice,  and  in  survival,  nutrition  and 
starvation  experiments,  seme  of  which  he  had  supervised. 

It  is  expected  that  hearings  before  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee  on  this  bill  will 
begin  early  in  May.  If  arrangements  can  be  worked  out  for  a  mutually  satisfactory  date.  Dr. 
Stokes  will  also  testify  for  the  FCNL  before  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee. 

INDIAN  LEGISLATION  BEFORE  CONGRESS 

The  House  Appropriations  Committee  brought  out  the  Interior  Department  Appropriations  Bill 
(H.R.  U828)  cutting  the  195U  budget  estimates  for  the  Indian  Bureau  by  about  This  bill 

*as  passed  by  the  House  on  April  28,  1953. 

In  appropriating  half  a  million  dollars  less  than  the  1953  budget  for  general  administrative 
expenses  of  the  Indian  Bureau,  the  Committee  recommended  elimination  of  area  offices,  which 
many  Indians  would  welccme,  and  passing  on  the  costs  of  administrative  expenses  on  the 
reservation  level  to  the  tribes  that  can  afford  to  pay  them.  The  proposed  budget  had 
allocated  a  considerable  amount  to  the  Navaho-Hopi  rehabilitation  program,  which  had  been 
authorized  by  Congress  in  1950.  Cuts  amounted  to  almost  ^  million  in  all^  omitted  were  a 
Billion  dollar  loan  fund  for  Navaho-Hopi,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  original  request  for 
education.  The  number  of  pupils  to  be  aided  may  have  to  be  reduced  if  the  cut  stands. 

Finally,  funds  for  construction  projects  for  rehabilitation,  such  as  roads,  schools,  and 
hospitals,  have  been  cut  fran  $20  to  $15  million. 

The  Bill  further  forbids  the  Indian  Commissioner  to  make  further  payments  to  the  State  of 
California  for  the  education  of  Indian  children,  as  has  been  provided  in  a  contract  between 
the  Department  of  Interior  and  the  State.  This  prohibition  is  based  upon  a  recent  court 
decision  which  declares  that  California  Indians  are  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  the  United 
States,  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  rights  of  other  citizens. 

The  effort  to  bring  full  equality  of  citizenship  to  Indians  took  a  step  forward  on  April  20, 
ihen  the  House  passed  H.R.  3U09  to  repeal  certain  discriminatory  laws.  One  of  the  laws  prohi¬ 
bits  sale  of  firearms  to  '•hostile  Indians”.  Another  forbids  buying  hunting,  farming  or  cooking 
equipment  from  an  Indian.  These  two  archaic  laws  would  be  repealed  if  the  Senate  passes  H.R. 
3li0S^  too.  Two  other  laws  severely  restricting  Indians  in  selling  cattle  would  be  amended  to 
apply  only  irtiere  the  owners  had  borrowed  federal  money  to  purchase  the  cattle,  and  had  not 
repaid  the  loan.

1953  National  Conference  of  the  FCNL,  June  13-16 

The  Tenth  Anniversary  of  the  FCNL  will  be  held  June  13-16  at  Marjorie  Webster  Junior 
College  in  Washington.  The  Conference  is  being  called  to  evaluate  the  work  of  the 
Committee  during  its  first  10  years;  to  consider  the  rightful  place  of  Friends  in 
goverrment  and  political  action;  to  consider  seme  of  the  major  national  and  inter¬ 
national  issues  about  vriiich  Friends  should  be  concerned  during  the  next  decade.
